Daugherty, issued after a conference 
with Parker, declared. 
Parker also issued a 
statement 
declaring ‘‘regardless of the cost of 
the consequences, a most thorough 
investigation will Ik* made 
of 
the 
outrages reported to have been made 
by the Ku Klux lvlan in Louisiana." 
He asserted that the laws of the 
state and nation would be 
upheld 
under ‘‘any and all circumstances." 
Parker’s decision to ask for 
fed­ 
eral aid followed futile efforts to 
i solve the mvsterious double murder 
* 
' 
in northern Louisiana. Two men were 
slain under mysterious circumstan­ 
ces. Parker found himself balked at 
every turn of the investigation and 
was forced to abandon it, lie told 
Harding and Daugherty.

Washington, Nov. 
20.— The res­ 
ignation of Senator Trueman II. New­ 
berry, Michigan, v\ a s t o lit* read to 
the senate today shortly after that 
body convened at noon. 
Newberry’s resignation was sent 
to Governor Groesbeek of Michigan 
Saturday night and was tiled with 
Vice-President C’oolidge 
late 
Sun­ 
day by Newberry’s secretary. 
New- 
berr\ requested that O o o l i d g e have it 
read into senate records as soon a- 
posrihle. 
While Newberry’s action was not 
wholly unexpected, rc eipt ot 
word 
that lie had resigned, stirred official 
Washington. 
Republican officialdom 
expressed sympathy for .V berry, 
who has been regarded by lii> Re­ 
publican colleagues a s the victim ol 
political 
persecution, 
Democrats 
received the news with pleasure, re­ 
garding it as a confession that the 
administration regarded his unseat­ 
ing by the next senate as a cerlaini- 
ty. 
With finis written to one of the 
most celebrated and long drawn out 
senatorial controversies of its kind, 
interest celebrated in the sequel. 
Many expected Newberry 
would 
ask Michigan to elect him again at a 
special election to he held soon to 
till the vacancy created by hi> r e s ­ 
ignation. But the tom* of Newberry’" 
letter of resignation seemed to in­ 
dicate that lie w a s glad to he out ot 
the whole affair, and would not again 
seek senatorial honors. 
In this connection the question was 
being asked whether Henry 
Ford, 
whom Newberry defeated in the Re­ 
publican primary and in the general 
election in 1 9 1 8 would he a candi­ 
date for the vacancy.

primary,

which Newberry was opposed for the 
Republican nomination hv Ford.

ing stops at 11 o’clock. No one re­ 
m ains on duty at the armory 
at 
night, and the robbery was not dis­ 
covered until Sunday morning, when 
attention was called to a 
broken 
window at the rear of the building. 
The

quite costly, and it is believed that 
someone who was familiar with the 
equipment, was responsible for the 
thieving.

To become a party to a framed 
bout, Britton would have to he a 
money grabber and a man bereft of 
all honor and character. 
Jack Britton does not need money 
and anyone who knows him person­ 
age would use his fi-ts to defend an 
in-innation that he i^Ywiything but 
a perfect gentleman and a man of 
the highest honor and character. 
You can never tell, the 
skeptics 
say, hut, if Jack Britton i< anything 
else, we lose our faith in everyone. 
He went down to defeat as gal- 
lant and noble a loser as ever had 
the cards go against him.
